They say their lands 
are not yet so poor as to require a fertilizer— 
but they will admit that forty bushels of 
wheat was no uncommon average yield a few 
years ago—while twenty is the exception 
now—showing that the fertility of their land 
is being reduced. It takes as much work, as 
much seed and as favorable conditions to 
Taise twenty bushels to the acre as forty. 


Add the proper amount of available plant 
food to make up the deficiency between the 
requirements of twenty and forty bushels, 
and the heavier yield will return. This can 
be done at small expense and with great 
profit by the judicial use of fertilizers, even 
on land of more than average fertility. It is 
easier and less expensive to keep land in 
good condition by a little attention each 
year, than to bring it back to fertile condition 
when once it has rundown.
